Laurentian University's CLFR Radio 
joins national boycott against 
Polygram inc. over fees charged

You won't be hearing music frorr 
major bands such as U2, Tears For Fears. 
The Cult, and Love and Rockets on 
Laurentian University's CFLR Radio. 
The local alternative music station 
has joined a national boycott against all 
material distributed in Canada by Poly- 
gram Inc. 

"This is in support of a nation-wide 
boycott organized by the Nauona. 
Campus and Community Radio Asso 
ciation (NCRA), " said CFLR director o! 
operations Carl Jorgensen. 

"This started when Polygram insti- 
tuted aservice fee for materials they dis- 
tributed beginning in March of 1988. 

"The national association didn't want 
to boycott until now, feeling Polygram 
would change their minds, but that has 
not happened and we felt we had no 
choice but to join the boycott." 



"There was a strong lobbymg effort 
oy all college radio and there was basi- 
cally no response. Polygram is sort ot 
laughui>' at college radio, but I don't 
think they'll be laughing once this boy- 
cott is in place for an extended period o! 
time." 

It's not so much that the lees arc 
exorbitant or outrageous, but says col- 
lege radio would fold if every major 
recordlabel suited charging similar fee*, 
says jorgensen. 

The service fees averaged about S300 
toplay an 'alternative' album each year 
another S225 for any wz album, S100 
for French performers' albums and a set 
cost tor singles 

"If every ma)or label started with 
these fees, college radio wouldn't ex- 
ist," said Jorgensen. 

"Polygram is the first maior label to 
even consider such fees, and we have to 
give them a clear and direct message 



that we can't allow them (fees')." 

Polygram has suosidiarv labels such 
as Island Records, 4AD and Vertigo. 

College radio does more than its share 
to promote otherwise unknown bands, 
says Jorgensen. Record companies such 
as Polygram make substantial monetary 
benefits simply from having stations 
such as CFLR play the bands they repre- 
sent. 

Joreensen points out bands such as 
R.E.M. and The Pixies got their start on 
college radio in Canada and the Uni'.ed 
States. 

And record companies reap all trie 
benefits when bands like this get big, 
says Jorgensen. 

Twenty-four stations from coast to 
coast nave joined the Doycott.

In most cases, such general svmptoms 
are caused by common illnesses ami not 
by HIV infection. However, when sev- 
eral of these symptoms occur at once, 
it's belter to check with your doctor lhan 
to assume its jusi coincidence. 
How can 1 protect myself? 

1. Choose one uninfected partner for 
life; or at least for a lengthy period of 
time. 

2. Practise safer sex; inis is especially 
important if you have sex wiih dillercni 
partners, new partners or IV drug. 

3. Avoid intravenous drue use: but if 
you really must, then don't share needles. 

4. Usconlvlaiexrubbcrcondoms; water- 
based lubricants such as petroleum jelly, 
may weaken the condom, spermicides 
arc also recommended for use with a 
condom.

LIFESTYLES 



A few basics about your hair and 
scalp. They are an extension of your 
skin and this means that they have a 
protective acid mantle. For the utmost 
health of your hair, skin, and scalp, this 
acid mantle should be maintained. 

Now you may be asking "What docs 
'acid mantle' mean?" Skin, hair, and 
scalp have a layer of acidity to protect 
them from impurities and irritants.

When you use products that are not 
acidic, you're upsetting the hair and 
scalp's natural state.

For a number of years, the athletu 
department nas been providing the ski 
team with money (S500 last year) to be 
put toward ski tow fees. Our other 
involvement has been »o ensure the 
submission of eligibility forms and to 
try to make sure that the proper docu- 
mentation went to each meet before the 
team s arrival. 

In regard to this aspect, we have 
faced an administrative nightmare not 
only for the department but for the ski 
icam member who has taken on the re- 
sponsibility of reporting to us. While we 
received a list of who was on the team, 
on a weekly basis we never knew who 
was in fact travelling to the scheduled 
meet. The student on the team who 
provided the Department of Athletics 
with team information admitted that she 
at times had trouble getting commit- 
ments from enough of the skiers to send 
a proper compliment. She v, as up until 
approximately 3 or 4 am some Friday 
mornings trying to contact team mem- 
bers as lo their intentions regarding 
up^niing meets. 

The Department of Athletics, after 
reviewing the problems, lack ol a head 
coach, team members making their own 
travel arrangements and the liability ol 
the enure situation, felt that something 
;iau lo be don^ . 

In order to get the situation to where 
we would be providing iransportauon 
and accommodation for the athletes a^ 
well as having a stable coaching ar- 
rangement we felt we would have lo 
inject several thousands of dollars into 
the program. This is money we do not 
have. We are a small university and we 
believe that the wav to do things is not to 
try to be all things to all people. We are 
trying to offer programs that are prop- 
erly funded, coached, and administered.
